In the eight months before that he'd been as­ 
signed to the cultural division of the Pek ing for- 
eign office. The cultural division is imjxirtant be­ 
cause it is used as a cover for intelligence oper­ 
ations. 
A feu davs ago a friend brought Tung and my- 
sell together for some long talk s. 
Tung didn't carry out his Burundi mission. He 
walk ed out too soon. But he k neu vvhal his 
boss 
there was alreadv 
doing (through m essages re­ 
ceived at the Foreign Ministry) and he k new what 
his own assignment was. 
The men in Pek ing. Tung said, had decided 
that the Belgian Congo was the k e> to Africa. It 
was centrally located. It was rich. There was a 
revolt in operation. Tung's job was to help with 
the revolt. 
Burundi is next door to the Belgian Congo. 
Tung pointed out. Refugees were coming across 
the border. He was to get in touch with those 
refugees, see which were Red sym pathizers, m ak e 


certain they receiv ed aid and arma. Then he was 
to help steer them hack Into the Co ngo to fight. 


Aside fro m the refugees. Tung was to lo o k fo r 
Africans 
who were 
pro -Marx ist 
and 
also pro - 
Co mmunist China. "They weren't alway s the same. 
Me had so many enem ies—the Russians, the Yugo ­ 
slav s. the Americans.” 


Mainly Tung was to search o ut po tential po liti­ 
cal 
leaders. 
If any sho wed pro mise and were 
friendly , he was to giv e them help. He was to 
arrange fo r them to receiv e bribe* when po ssible. 
But because Red China hasn't much fo reign cur­ 
rency. 
"we were to get each cane cleared by 
Pek ing.” 


Tung said the Red Chinese didn't ex pect Tung 
and his fellows 
to acco mplish much fo r the time 
being in this seductio n o f y o ung African leaders. 
He remembered that C o mmunist China’s Fo reign 
Minister (hen Yi had to ld the Peking Fo reign 
Office staff: "If y o u ran find jurt o ne pro -Chinese 
African leader we will be sueeennful.” 


Tung claims Peking didn't co unt o n ftkrumah 
in Ghana. "Me tho ught he’d fall. We knew the 
peo ple aro und him were no t so faithful. They didn’t 
tell him ail that was go ing o n. I guess o ur great­ 
est success was in Mall." 


Ano ther o f Tung’s jo bs was the pro mo tio n o f 
China friendship asso ciatio ns. "These were to make 
pro paganda thro ugh. They are also useful fo r in­ 
telligence.”

their welcoming feeling can send j 
them back to bed-wetting. Their 
j response is: 
‘‘Suppose I 
can t 
stand 
t hi s , 
baby 
these people 
are shoving 
into m y private life wilhout con­ 
sulting m y wishes? 
I c a n’t 
let 
them k now it or they’ll be ter- j 
; ribly disappointed in me. But sup­ 
pose I c an’t control m y dislik e of j 
the baby? Then they’ll discover: 
i it, w on't they?” 
Becoming m ore and m ore doubt­ 
ful of their ability to control their 
resentm ent of the baby, they m ay 
I express their worry* about it by 
1 losing control of their bladders. 
Anyway, it can’t possibly do any 
harm to raise the subject of the 
coming baby in 
ord er to give 
j yourself a chance to say; 
‘‘Listen. You don’t have to lik e 
this baby, you k now. We can give 
it all the lik ing it needs because 
j we k now babies are sweet, hav­ 
ing had you as our d e ar baby. 
But you don't k now enough about 
i baliies 
to k now* 
w hether you'll 
lik e this one or not. 
So you can 
feel any way you lik e about him 
and it will lie all right with us.” 
It is very intelligent to refuse to 
intrude on the emotional rights 
of a prospective brother or sister 
at a time when resentm ent at thp 
approaching intrusion of the baby 
is natural and inevitable. After 
all, we would all feel some dis­ 
m ay at the obligation to open up 
the intim acy of our hom es to a 
stranger w e’d never met. 
We mak e this prem atu re d e­ 
m and for brotherly love because 
we w ant to avoid disturbance by 
jealousy. Instead of avoiding the 
jealousy, we m ak e it worse by 
sending it underground where it 
expresses itself, not in words, but 
in bed wetting and other forms of 
protest behavior.

Along our Atlantic and Pacific coasts, th e most ch allenging 
fish th at inh abits th e insh ore and bay waters is with out any ques­ 
tion th e striped bass. Th is exceedingly fine game fish h as a number 
of names, depending upon th e area in wh ich it is found. A few of 
th e popular local names are “rockfish ,” “rock,” “squid h ound,” 
“bass” ami “greenh ead.” . 


Striped bass will vary in size, depending ui>on th e season and 
locality and on wh eth er th ey are caugh t from th e coastal bays or 
from th e surf. Th ey generally put on weigh t as th e autumn month s 
draw near, according to Robert I). Hall, Salt-Water Fish ing Editor 
of Sports Afield Magazine. 
Th e small-size fish of six to eigh t pounds are usually found in 
great numbers in th e protected waters of th e bays. Th e larger fish , 
often reach ing 30 to 40 pounds and over, are more plentiful in th e 
coastal waters of th e North th an in more south ern areas. 


Th ere appears to be little doubt th at Cuttyh unk Island was th e 
birth place of sport fish ing in New England for stripers, h i th e early 
days wh en rod and reel was first used for catch ing bass, th e Cutty­ 
h unk fish ermen would often be found fish ing from small wooden 
walks built out over th e h uge rocks th at line most of th e coast of 
Cuttyh unk. Th ey h ad a somewh at expensive meth od of fish ing, if 
we base it on present-day prices, as th ey would often ch um th e 
waters with pieces of ground or cut-up lobster to attract th e fish to 
feed m th eir particular area. 


Th e salt-water anglers of our north ern Atlantic coast h old th e 
striped bass in th e h igh est-regard—not merely because it is avail­ 
able to th e greatest number of fish ermen wh o reside th ere, but also 
because of its size and strength and th e stubborn figh t it gives. 


At times striped bass sh ow an unwillingness to take any bait or 
lure. Th ere are also occasions wh en th ey seem to th row all caution 
to th e winds and will strike at anyth ing you may offer th em. 


Th ey are often cussed at for th eir lack of cooperation, but for 
stripers, eith er from th e surf or from a boat in th e breakers, knows 
th at a certain amount of skill and a knowledge of th eir feeding 
h abits is required for success. 


Striped bass are anadromous, moving in from th e sea to brack­ 
ish and fresh water in May and June to spawn. During th is period 
j th ey frequent sh oal estuaries, particularly on weedy bottoms, th ough 
! some large fish are often found around rocky h eadlands, small
